It was pointed out by Richard 
Derby, city building inspector, 
that the Moores had been one 
of the first to apply for outside 
water but that their, application 
had not come before the council 
earlier because of a delay in the 
completion of their plans. Frank | 
Davis, chairman of the planning 
commission. spoke in behalf of 
granting water to the Moores 
Ibecause “they have excellent 
plans and it will. be above the av- 
erage auto court you see on 
Foothill boulevard.” Declaring 
that good business should be en- 
couraged, Mr. Davis said that a 
“superior business such as_ the 
Moores are going to carry on 
merits some consideration.” 


Concurring with Mayor Kugenc | 
G. Nisbet that the indiscriminate 
granting cf outside water must 
stop, the councilmen said that 
the supply of water was limited 
and that it should rightfully go 
to those living inside the city 
limits. 

“We're going to have to draw 
the line somewhere,” Councilman 
James Goodban said. “Our town 
is growing within and cur sup- 
ply is limited.”
